We hear of a new-fangled araa- 
taon Mill creek. Working on 
surface quartz, it gets $300 per 


$80. Half a ton of stuff is put in 
at night and the same in the morn- 
ing, and running by water, that 
is all the attention that it requires. 
It is built in an octagonal form, 
and in each angle beyond the cir- 
cult made by the mullers, fs a 
quicksilver riffle, where the gold 
is caught. In every view of the 
case, this ought to be termed a 
neat arrangement. No qnicksil- 
ver is lost or wasted; it doesn’t 
cut, nor flour, not coming in con- 
tact with the grinding surfaces 
at all. We should like to see 
Clear creek lined with such ma- 
chines, and there is no reason why 
it shouldn’t be. Their construc 
tion and use are cheap, and they 
do work handsomely.
